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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed 
"compression method comprising the steps for generating, grouping, correlating and 
modulating in claims 1 ,8 and 11" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version Of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Specification 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using It, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the Inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It has been disclosed with respect to figures 4,7 and their respective tables, 
figure 5 and figure 8 that the exaggerated cycle 3 is represented by the binary values 
shown in figures 5 and 8. However it is not clear why the third cycle is exaggerated as 
oppose to the other cycles in figures 4 and 7. How would the system encode the rest of 
the binary values shown in figures 5 and 8 given that the cycle three is exaggerated? 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Bobier et 


al. (Patent Publication Number US 2002/0058484). 
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The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1 ) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1 .1 31 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 30 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). For applications filed on or after November 29, 
1999, this rejection might also be overcome by showing that the subject matter of the 
reference and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned 
by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. See 
MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Bobier et al. (Bobier hereinafter) teaches an RF transmission system for transmitting 
(fig. 5) and receiving (fig. 7) a binary information signal having a first and second states 
(see abstract) comprising: a carrier frequency having wavelet between zero crossover 
positions representing zero energy locations (see abstract); the carrier wavelet to be 
modulated with the binary zeros and ones is a single duty cycle (claimed 180-degree) 
and modulating the carrier wavelet with the binary values having an amplitude variation 
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corresponding to the binary values as in claims 1 ,8 and 1 1 . 

Even though Bobier does not show clearly that the wavelet are grouped into two or 
more wavelets as in claims 1 ,8 and 1 1 , each of the wavelet to be correlated with the 
respective binary values of zero and one would be having a corresponding amplitude or 
frequency characteristics. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of an ordinary 
skill in the art to separate (grouping) the wavelets in such the corresponding zero and 
one will be used to modulate the wavelet at the time the invention was made. 

Further to claims 8 and 1 1 , Bobier also teaches the receiver in figure 7 for receiving RF 
signal and recovering binary signal. 

Further to claims 2-7,9-10 and 12-16, Bobier also teaches that: 

The sideband of the modulated carrier is suppressed using filter 4 as in claims 2-4,12 

and 14 (see also paragraph 0036 and 0043); 

An oscillator (2) for generating the carrier frequency as in claims 3 and 13; and 
Transmission of the broadcast signal (claim 5) using TDMA or FDMA as in claims 
6,7,9,10 and 15-16 (see page 6, paragraph 0101 and 0102). 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patent numbers 4,656,647 and 5,909,460 issued to Hotine 
and Dent respectively discloses an RF communication system for modulating carrier 
wave by digital signals.
